Firet, however, Mr. Gamey sought 
opportunity to repudiate the sugges- 
tion of a Conservative newspaper that 
he sought to embarrass the govern- 
ment, He not only nad no such de- 
site, he declared, but he felt confii- 
dent that prompt answers would be 
given by the government. 

Sir James said that the government 
had no intention of investigating the 
statements made by Dr. B. F, Fer- 
now in regard to the soil of Northern 
Ontario, and the doctor was not in 
any way connected with the govern- 
ment service nor employed by it. 

As a matter of fact, said the prem- 
ier, seventy or eighty samples of the 
soil of the clay belt had been sent to 
the Ontario agricultural college for 
analysis at various times, and the an- 
alysis had been in all cases entirely 
satisfactory 

In answer to the questions as to 
what the government hae done in the 
matter of exploiting the northern 
country, Sir James sald that an office 
had been opened at Cochrane, and Mr. 
J. W. Whiston was in charge of the 
work of publicity and development at 
this headquarters. He further said 
that plans had been prepared for the 
utilization of the $6,000,000 voted for 
the development of Northern Ontario, 
but did not enter into details concern- 


Guardian, discussing the naval policies
